NOTICE OF PUBLIC HEARING

concerning

PROPOSED RESOLUTION TO FUND THE DELTA REGIONAL MONITORING
PROGRAM WITH SUPPLEMENTAL ENVIRONMENTAL PROJECTS

The Sacramento-San Joaquin Delta (Delta) is an important water supply for much of the state,
and is a critical ecosystem for fish and wildlife, including many rare and endangered species.
The Delta Regional Monitoring Program (RMP) is a stakeholder-directed effort formed to
enhance understanding of Delta water quality issues. The goal of this effort is to coordinate
monitoring activities in and around the Delta in order to promote a cost-effective and holistic
monitoring approach that will provide critical water quality information to the Central Valley
Water Board and other federal, state and local agencies and organizations.

The Central Valley Water Board is an agency of the State of California with the mission of
preserving, protecting, enhancing, and restoring water quality within the Central Valley. In
support of that mission, the Board has the authority to enforce permit conditions and provisions
of its Water Quality Control Plans by issuing Administrative Civil Liability Orders (ACL Orders).
Dischargers who wish to settle alleged water quality violations may offer to complete
Supplemental Environmental Projects (SEPs) that offset the financial liability that may otherwise -
be imposed by the Board; dischargers may fund SEPs in lieu of submitting payments to the
State Water Board’'s Water Pollution Cleanup and Abatement Account and/or Waste Discharge
Permit Fund. SEP settlements are memorialized in Stipulated ACL Orders.

The Board will consider adopting a resolution that would create a SEP program which allows
settlement money from Administrative Civil Liability settlements to fund additional sampling
through the Delta RMP and its Implementing Agency — currently the Aquatic Science Center.
This proposed Resolution in no way endorses this particular SEP initiative over any other SEP
that could be proposed by the Discharger, including those related to other SEP initiatives.
